Incredible though it seems, Mr. 


Alfred M. Landon and Mr. Vyach- 
cslav M. Molotov arc in apparent 
agreement on one point of interna- 
tional policy. Both are opposed to 
a decentralized, agrarianicd 
Ger- 


many. 


Last February Mr. Landon made 


a speech in which he denounced 
"thi! iniquitous Morgenthau 
plan 


for defeated Germany," which cal- 
led for decentralized government 
and 
an agrarian economy. Now 


.vMr. Molotov. in presenting Russia's 
* plan for Germany, 
naif rejected 


such a setup,- although he didn't 
use such blunt words or mention 
Mr. Morgcnlhau's name. 


This brief moment of accord may 


be coincidence, and ono can only 
guess at the reasons behind it.

When Heirens was brought into 


court, SubgrunsKi declared: 


"That's the one. I'm positive!"

Water i'tch is caused in bathers 


and plant collectors by the ccr- 
cariae (larvae) of certain species 
of schistosomcs 
(blood flukes). 


The ccrcariae 
live in the snails 


which 
thrive 
,<n 
the vegetation 


along the infected beaches. 


Bathers who swim in infected 


waters develop the skin reaction 
from the ccrcariae clinging 
to 


their skins alter the water evapo- 
rates. The larvae attempt to pen- 
etrate the y.;in, but as man is not 
a natural host the larvae die, and 
this causes the reaction. 


When 
pieces 
of infected skin 


arc 
examined 
under the micro- 


scope several hours after the lar- 
vae 
have penetrated the outer- 


most layers of the skin, the reac- 
tion, already taking place, 
may 


be observed. 


Ccrcariae persist 
in the 
skin 


•about 30 hours after they enter, 
at the end of wiiich time they arc 
destroyed by the natural clelcnses 
of the body. In the average case,

rash reaches its

tensity in two or three days and 
then disappears. 
SCRATCHING IS H A R M F U L 


Scratching may cause secondary 


infection, with a persistence of the 
irritation. Skins of dilfercnt per- 
sons vary in their reactions to the 
laivae and the rash may be mild 
or very severe.

Under a sentence of life impris- 


onment, a prisoner is eligible lor 
parole in ;!0 years, according to 
Illinois law. As the agreement was 
finally worked out. it was under- 
stood that defense attorneys had

for the burglaries with which Heir- 
ens is charged—t'hus. assuring that 
lie will die in prison.

Tuohy that he had parked his car 
near the Degnan home and had 
noticed a man carrying a paper 
bag under his arm. when

a brown paper bag. 


When Heirens was brought into 


court, SubgrunsKi declared: 


"That's the one. I'm positive!"

The ccrcariae 
live in the snails

waters develop the skin reaction 
from the ccrcariae clinging 
to 


their skins alter the water evapo- 
rates. The larvae attempt to pen- 
etrate the y.;in, but as man is not 
a natural host the larvae die, and 
this causes the reaction.

examined 
under the micro-

Scratching may cause secondary 


infection, with a persistence of the 
irritation. Skins of dilfercnt per- 
sons vary in their reactions to the 
laivae and the rash may be mild 
or very severe.

Hillorisin our mass deportation of 
about 
100,000 American Japanese 


from the Pacific coast to concen- 
tration camps inland in 1942. These 
people were held in 
comoouncls 


throughout 
ISM.'i and were gradu- 


ally 
dispersed 
thereafter, 
"some 


finding .new homes away from the 
coast and others being deported to 
Japan as enemy aliens. Thr> rest 
returning whence they came. 


In the current propaganda, 
it 


would appear that some American 
authority , of 
Fascist 
mentality 


committed this outrage 
contrary 


:to the sense of the nation and ihe 
government. 


The exclusion 
and 
deportation 


were ordered in emergency 
by 


Lieutenant Gen. J. J. DeWitt, com- 
mander of the 
Western 
Defense 


under an act of Congress, signed 
by franklin D, Roosevelt and up- 
held by the Supreme court in an 
opinion by Justice Black. 
Justice 


•Frankfurter -filed a separate opin- 
ion, 
concurring but excused him- 


self by suyinq that .although 
he 


found-no constitutional iorbiddancc 
this did not necessarily mean that 
he approved 
the act itself or an 


executive 
o r d e r by 
President 


Roosevelt Mpon which General De- 
Wilt further relied for his author- 
ity. 


There is now an illusion ihat an 


overwhelming majority of the de- 
portees were known to be Joyal lo 
the United Stales. This is a bv- 
producl of victory. As Jar as Gen- 
eral DeWill could tell, all but a 
few could reasonably be suspected 
of devotion to Japan and the em- 
jerpr. The white Americans 
of 


-alifornia \ve,re almost unanimous- 
.v apprehensive and suspicious and 
some of .them might have mobbed 
Japanese settlements if they had 
uol been taken away, thus bring- 
ing down reprisals on Americans 


Japanese captivity. 


The term "Japanese" here is a 


broad one, including loyal native 
Americans as well 
as disloyal 


Americans and unnaluralized na- 
tives of Japan. 


The impression now being pro- 


moted that the majority were obvi- 
piisy .patriotic to the United States 
is lalse. Early in 19-13 the young 
men of the class known as kibei 
native 
Americans 
educated 
in 


Japan, 
w e r e 
invited lo volun- 


teer for the American army 
and 


most of them refused to foreswear 
allegiance .to the emperor 
They 


may have been afraid that if they 
did so 
I heir relatives in 
Japan 


would be punished but there was 
no way lo determine what their 
reasons were. Later, some were 
drafted and thus relieved of the 
responsibility 
of 
decision. 
How 


many, and how well they served I 
never learned. Native Americans 
who had never seen Japan volun- 
teered in larger numbers but in no 
great mass, either. The military 
record of those who did join the 
American forces, 
volunteers 
and 


draltees, was far superior to those 
of some other units of men of dis- 
tinct racial identily . 


In fairness, 
it must be noted 


that these young Japanese 
were 


under no greater -obligation than 
Caucasians to volunteer and, furt- 
her in Iheir favor, il must be 
re- 


membered that they had 
reason 


to feel very 
bitlor against 
the 


United Slates. 
The 
parents of 


many had Jost properly values in 
farms, 
machinery 
shops 
;md 


stores which they had to abandon 
suddenly and thov 
realized 
thai 


Caucasian neighbors on Ihe coast 
had been .alert to the chance to ac- 
quire their 
holdings 
at 
distress 


prices. They and 
their 
relatives 


lived in crowded long houses in the 
desert, humiliated, suspected and 
surrounded by wire, with M. P.'s 
in American uniforms at the gates. 
The invitation to put on the same 
uniform was ironic 
to 
many of 
them. 


.Racial persecution 
undoubtedly 


was 
present 
here 
and 
justice 


black and all the majority 
were 


hypocrites in Iheir tortuous finding 
that racial discrimination of ;inta- 
gonsin was not the reason. They 
squirmed to find thai the pelilio- 
neer in the case on appeal was ex- 
cluded "because we are 
at 
war 


with Ihe Japanese Empire" 
and 


because the 
military authorities, 


who feared a Japanese 
invasion 


"decided that military urgency de- 
manded that all citizens of Japa- 
nese ancestry be segregated from 
the west coast temporarily."

opinion by Justice Black. 
Justice 


•Frankfurter -filed a separate opin- 
ion, 
concurring but excused him- 


self by suyinq that .although 
he 


found-no constitutional iorbiddancc 
this did not necessarily mean that 
he approved 
the act itself or an 


executive 
o r d e r by 
President 


Roosevelt Mpon which General De- 
Wilt further relied for his author- 
ity. 


There is now an illusion ihat an 


overwhelming majority of the de- 
portees were known to be Joyal lo 
the United Stales. This is a bv- 
producl of victory. As Jar as Gen- 
eral DeWill could tell, all but a 
few could reasonably be suspected 
of devotion to Japan and the em- 
jerpr. The white Americans 
of 


-alifornia \ve,re almost unanimous- 
.v apprehensive and suspicious and 
some of .them might have mobbed 
Japanese settlements if they had 
uol been taken away, thus bring- 
ing down reprisals on Americans 


Japanese captivity. 


The term "Japanese" here is a 


broad one, including loyal native 
Americans as well 
as disloyal 


Americans and unnaluralized na- 
tives of Japan. 


The impression now being pro- 


moted that the majority were obvi- 
piisy .patriotic to the United States 
is lalse. Early in 19-13 the young 
men of the class known as kibei 
native 
Americans 
educated 
in 


Japan, 
w e r e 
invited lo volun- 


teer for the American army 
and 


most of them refused to foreswear 
allegiance .to the emperor 
They 


may have been afraid that if they 
did so 
I heir relatives in 
Japan 


would be punished but there was 
no way lo determine what their 
reasons were. Later, some were 
drafted and thus relieved of the 
responsibility 
of 
decision. 
How 


many, and how well they served I 
never learned. Native Americans 
who had never seen Japan volun- 
teered in larger numbers but in no 
great mass, either. The military 
record of those who did join the 
American forces, 
volunteers 
and 


draltees, was far superior to those 
of some other units of men of dis- 
tinct racial identily . 


In fairness, 
it must be noted 


that these young Japanese 
were 


under no greater -obligation than 
Caucasians to volunteer and, furt-

The 
parents of
